‘what do you think taxes ought to be?' Large majorities have held that the corporations and the 
wealthy should pay higher taxes.

period of struggle and education. it has been very successful.

"Perhaps the most striking feature of the new Administration is the role played in it by the 
Trilateral Commission. The mass media had little to say about this matter during the Presidential 
campaign — in fact, the connection of the Carter group to the Commission was recently 
selected as “the best censored news story of 1976” — and it has not received the attention that 
it might have since the Administration took office. All of the top positions in the government — 
the office of President, Vice-President, Secretary of State, Defense and Treasury — are held by 


members of the Trilateral Commission, and the National Security Advisor was its director. Many 
lesser officials also came from this group. It is rare for such an easily identified private group to 
play such a prominent role in an American Administration. 


The Trilateral Commission was founded at the initiative of David Rockefeller in 1973. Its 
members are drawn from the three components of the world of capitalist democracy: the United 
States, Western Europe, and Japan. Among them are the heads of major corporations and 
banks, partners in corporate law firms, Senators, Professors of international affairs — the 
familiar mix in extra-governmental groupings. Along with the 1940s project of the Council on 
Foreign Relations (CFR), directed by a committed “trilateralist” and with numerous links to the 
Commission, the project constitutes the first major effort at global planning since the War-Peace 
Studies program of the CFR during World War II."
